THE DECREE IN THE 
CHENCHOU CASE. 


‘TueRe is a general opinion among 
the Chinese in Shanghai, and espec- 
inlly among the officials, that Sir 
Ernest Satow’s firmness in the Chén- 
chou case has done more to secure the 
safety of foreigners in the interior 
than’ anything that has preceded it. 
Foreigners must not be led away by 
translations that appear in foreign 
papers of articles in so-called native 
papers ; these native papers are often 

foreign control, and what 
appears to be native opinion is realy 
opinion of some anonymous 
fureigner led by his own private 
interests. ‘I'he Imperial Decree issued 
a 

compl+ie surrender to the British 
Minister’s demsnds but it contains a 
warning whieh no native official in 
China can afford to ignore.

HONGKONG IN 1901. 
Sst October. 


Tue Colony of Hongkong was not 
free from its share of ansteties and 
depressions during 1901, and these 
are reflected in the blue book report, 
just issued, of H. E, Major-General 
Sir W. S. Gascoigne. Most of these 
sets-hack were, however, due to 
special causes, and the report tells, 
on the whole, a story of steady, even 
vigorous, progress. ‘The revenue for 
the year, exclusive of land sales was 
$3,973 578, or $636,523 more than 
the estimate; inclusive of land sales 
the total revenue was $4,213,8! 
‘The expenditure, including the h 
outlay on Public Works Extraordin- 
ary, was $4,111,722, and there was 
thus an excess of revenue over 
expenditure of $102,171. The amount 
realised from land’ sales was only 
$240,815 as compared with $816,000 
in 1900, This was partly dne to the 
fact that, except in the New Territory, 
the available space for building is 
becoming very limited. To meet 
this, “very extensive reclamation 
works have been and still are being 
successfully carried out, and large 
areas of level building ground have 
thereby been created. It is hoped 
that before long a practical com- 
mencement will be made of a new 
reclamation, which will extend from 
the Naval Dockyard in the centre 
of the town to Causeway Bay 
in the East.” In spite of the 
diminution of the revenue from 
this source the total excess of assets 
over liabilities in the Colony’s finan- 
cialstatement amounted to$1,036,523, 
not including certain arrears of re- 
venue amounting to $61,182. 

The reported trade of the port 
shows a sad series of “decreases” in 
the imports; of 12.3 per cent in coal, 
27.8 per cent in cotton, 8 per cent in 
rice, 18.7 per cent. in timber, and 
423 per cent in hemp. “The im- 
port trade,” says the report, “was 
very depressed throughout the 
year. Ia the interior of China 
there was much poverty, and trade 








was hampered by unauthorised 
exactions on goods beyond the 
confines of the treaty ports. The 


fall in the exchange of silver 
and the high values ruling on 
the home markets—especially in raw 
cotton and all cotton fabrics—also 
militated severely against this branch 
of trade.” The opium trade was far 
from prosperous, but that in Indian 
cotton arn showed “a decidedly 
marked improvem-::t over the pre- 
vious twelve montis, The imports 
to Hongkong and Shanghai, which 
showed a shrinkage of close upon 60 
per cent in 1900, increased again 
over 100 per cent during the past 
twelve months, while sales in Hong- 
kong showed an excess of 45,715 








bales and those in Shanghai of 69,083 
bales.” By way of explanation the 
report goes on: “A grest and im- 
portant movement has taken place 
which has opened the whole of the 
markets of inland China to the werld. 
Manufacturers on the spot will 
certainly be unable, at least for some 
time, to meet the greatly increased 
demand which will thus be occasioned, 
and in the meantime India may fairly 
hope to reap some share of the harvest, 
more expecially if likin—a veritable 
millstone round the neck of this 
trade—is effectually removed.” 

‘The total tonnage of shipping enter- 
ing and clearing Hongkong harbour 
during the year amounted to 
being an increase, 
compared with 1900, of 880,240 tons, 
and the same in excess of any 
previous year. The shipping returns 
for the iwo years mentioned show 
that though there has been a large 
decrease in the number of vessels 
under the British flag, chiefly due to 
the withdrawal of some river steamers, 
there has been an increase in British 
tonnage of 58441 tons. Besides 
this there was an increase in the 
business of junks engaged in local 
trade of more than 700,000 tons over 
the previous year. One consequence 
of the continually increasing tonnage 
in the harbour is that the problem of 
providing berth accommodation be- 
comes more acnte, and the report 
remarks that “ though there may not 
be any very pressing necessity just 
at present, there can be no reasonable 
doubt that the water-space will soon 
be found inadequate, 

Most of the local industries were 
well employed during the year, but 
cotton-spinning was hampered by the 
plague, and the sugar industry by 
the large importations of Con'inental 
bounty-fed sugar intoJapanand other 
markets which used to draw their 
supplies from Hongkong, The shipping 
industry is described as being pros- 
perous; over-speculation in shares 
both in Hongkong and Shanghai, 











which has in many cases adversely 
affected the value of shares, the re- 
port considers “ merely a temporary 
condition,” which will right itself 
Ifthe heavy fallin silver remains 
permanent the result will be a stimu- 
lation of local production, particularly 
in the repairing and docking of ships, 
which can be excellently done by 
Chinese under European supervision. 
As in most places the labour question 
is “the crux of the industrial pro- 
blem” and it is hoped that the ex- 
tension of the boundaries of the 
colony may make it possible to pro- 
vide cheaper and healthier ac- 
commodation for the labouring classes. 
Meantime an important work is 
carried on by the Forestry and 
Botanical Department, which has 
been experimenting in the plant- 
ing of trees and, the introduc- 
tion of new plants of economic value, 





Plants and sééds are regularly inter- 


changed with other botanical institu- 
tions, and the number of plants 
successfully introduced into the 
colony is constantly increasing. Goy- 
ernment has taken steps to bring in 
better qualities of the sngar cane for 
cultivation in the New Territory. 

During the year, $687,325 was 
expended on public works, ‘The most 
important scheme initiated was the 
construction of waterworks to supply 
the Kosloon peninsula with water 
by gravitation. This it is estimated 
will cost altogether $835,000. Work 
has been commenced meanwhile on 
an additional reservoir for the city of 
Victoria. A number of new buildings 
are also in progress, among them 
new law courts, harbour offices, 
western market, and Governor's Peak 
residence, Arrangements for the con- 
struction of an electric tramway nine 
miles in length were almost brought 
t» a conclusion last year, 

The vital statistics show that at 
the census taken in January 1901, 
the civil population of the colony 
was 283,975 of whom 9,560 were 
non-Chinese. The new territory was 
not included in the census, but is 
estimated to contain another 100,000 
residents. The death rate for the 
year was 23.5 per 1,000, but ex- 
cluding deaths from bubonic plague, 
which accounted for 1,562, the rate 
was 1903 per 1000. British deaths 
numbered 116, ‘There is a signifi- 
cant clause in the report which stutes 
that “in spite of the efforts of the 
Government, the Sanitary Board, and 
the Legislature, during the past few 
years, the sanitary state of the colony 
still leaves much to be desired.” Re- 
ference is made to the appointmens 
of Mr. Osbert Chadwick, C.M.G. and 
Professor Simpson, M.D., two sani- 
tary experts of repute, to visit the 
colony and report on measures prac- 
ticable for the amelioration of the 
sanitary condition of the city, and at 
the same time to enquire into the 
origin of bubonic plague, which is its 
special curse. These officials had 
not arrived at the end of 1901, but 
it was hoped they would have com- 
pleted their task before the publica- 
tion of next year’s report.

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THE CHENCHOU 
MASSACRE CASE. 


1st November. 

Tue brief history of this case 
sent us by our Hankow correspond- 
ent is very opportune at the present 
moment, and no impartial person 
who reads it can doubt the justice of 
the demands for reparation made by 
Sir Ernest Satow. Having been 
made they must be insisted on 
for the security ot all foreigners 
in the interior of China, whether 
missionaries, engineers, miners, pro- 
spectors, or mere travellers; and 
our correspondent, Who knows what 
he is writing about, assures us 
that if carried out they may be 
counted on to work a cure. There 
are rumours that one of the Foreign 
Powers is backing up China in her 
unwillingness to accede to Sir Ernest 
Satow’s demands, but for this there 
is, we trust, no foundation. It must 
be remembered that to a Chinese 
high civil official the execution of a 
To-sze or a Tung-ling is a matter of 
no importance, so that the refusal to 
order their decapitation in this case 
is an intentional affront to Great 
Britain. The folly of this is what 
we might expect from those whom 
we weakly allowed to resume power 
at Peking after the events of 1900. 
We trust that Lord Lansdowne will 
show himself to have more back- 
bone than his predecessor at the 
Foreign Office; his hands are not 
vied at any rate by war in South 
Africa, 


4th November. 

Tue Court has recognised the 
justice of Sir Ernest Satow’s demand, 
and a decree was issued on the 2nd, 
the translation of which will be found 
in another column, pointing ont that 
the conduct of the First Captain Liu 
in refusing shelter to Mr. Lowis 
was doubly execrable, and ordering 
his summary decapitation. The 
Brigadier Yen, who made no attempt 
to stop the mob, is sentenced to prison 
to await decapitation, and this wi'l 
nodoubt be commuted to bauish- 
ment. Other severe punishments 
are awarded “ as a warning to all,” 
among the culprits being a. grand- 
son of the Grand Conneillor Wang 
Weén-shao, That the incident is thus 
closed must be a relief to every one, 
nor can it be doubted that the lesson 
given will be a salutary one, and we 
congratulate the Minister and our 
Consul-General at Hankow on having 
demanded what was just and suecess- 
fully insisted on their demand.

| THE vitality of a conspicuous 
nuisance often exceeds thet of the 
proverbial cat. Such an undoubted | 
nuisance is the presence of the opium | 
hulks off our bund. They are most! 
unsightly, two of shom reealiing the! 
Ark of which childhood lifts the roof, | 
and takes out Noah and his family | 
and the anima’s many of which Noah 
acted most injudiciously in saving 
from the flood. Two of them are 
really hulks which have been cut 
down and built up until they have 
lost all the beauty which each of 
them may have had when she walked 
the waters like a thing of life, the 
ship-breaker’s yard being now their 
only proper home. We might con- 
tinue to put up as we have done for 
years with their unsighvliness if 
they were really necessary to the 
commerce of the port; but their 
necessity has long ce departed, 
the bonding facilities which were 
once confined 10 them being now 
available on shore, ‘They are an 
anachronism which not the most 
zalous Society for the Preservation 
of Ancient Monuments, if there were 
suc a thing in this’ pushing pro- 
gressive city, would spend a minute 
ora cash to protret, Obsolete, ugly, 
and useless, they survive to camber 
the river under the sacred sgis of 
vested interests. 

They are not only negatively a 
nuisance as being neither necessary 
nor ornamental, but they are a very 
serions obs ruction to navigation, 
and but for the division of authority 
from which this great waterway 
suffers, they would have b en con- 
demned and removed long ago. 
There are influential shipowners 
here whose vessels rarely or never 
come’ above the chowchow water, 
and they therefore take litt'e interest 
in the removal of obstructions above 
that point ; but those whose steamers 
come up to the upper reach of the 
river and the wharves on and above 
the French bund are persistent in 
their complaints of the danger these 
wretched objects are to navigation. 
How would the Customs be ridiculed 
and abused if th lowed natur: 
obstructions to remain in the fairway 
of the Huangpu where these artificial

British vessel on the station larger 
than a third-class cruiser like the 
Fearless that can swing at the naval 
buoy. With the hulks removed, large 
cruisers like the Eclipse could come 
up to the naval busy and swing 
there, and our naval’ power would 
be suitably represented off the Buad. 
It is understood that all arrange- 
ments were made for the removal 
of the hulks by the first of last 
May, when representations were 
made to the British Minister that it 
would injure our prestige ty remove 
them, as they fly the British flag. 
That they were retained for any such 
reason as this it is impossible to 
believe, but if it were so, would not 
their absence be amply compensated 
by the constant presence at the naval 
buoy of a large British cruiser ?

THE CHINA DUMPS. 
ith November. 


Let us hasten at the outset to 
reassure the reader. We are not 
about to describe a new disease, but 
to refer to a very old one which, 
while not confined in its exhibitions 
to this Empire, is perhaps more 
chronic, more exacerbating, and more 
ineurable here than anywhere else in 
the world. It is in.ehort a deep- 
seated dissatisfiction with “ i 
China,” and a more or less 
tinguichable conviction that on the 
whot+ we have had enough of it. 

‘That this feelmg is at times com- 
mon to ali foreigners in the Far East 
may be a general truth, as has been 
already suggested, but in China there 











ple as theirsovereign by right divine. | are reasons for it not elsewhere to be 


met with, let us say in Japan, or in. 
India. 

Vonsidering the vast antiquity of 
the Chinese Empire and its theoreti- 
cal stability, it is remarkubie in what 
a condition of flux everything seems 
not only to be, but to have been for 
three-qnarters of a century. In one 
of his letters the late Dr. S. Wells 
Williams, who had enjoyed protracted 
opportunities for experience and for. 
observation, compares residence here 
to aride on a stage-cach—one never 
knows how soon it may upset. Since 
che signing of the treaties at Tien- 
intsin 1860, there have been two 
rebellions of first-class import- 
ance put down in China, in each 
case after years of anxious delays, 
and after the most sanguine friends 
of the es'ablished order had well- 
nigh abandoned hope. But destruc- 
tive as these were, they came at 
fast to an end, and each definitely 
became a “lost cause” I’ is quite 
otherwise with the incessant crop of 
rebellions, outbreaks, risings, and the 
like which must be considered as a 
permanent feature of Chinese affairs. 

They are indeed provided for (as 
Mr. Thomas Taylor Meadows pointed 
out much more than a generation 
ago) in the very coustitution of the 
Empire itself, It is not for nothing 
that in Chidh, “The People are the 
Root 7” and “the Root” has an un- 
comfortable way of wriggling so much 
and so long that there is no place 
above ground or below it that is al- 
together peaceful. For this unrest 
on the part of “the People” there 
are superabundant reasons into which 
we have no mind to enter at this 
time. We merely emphasise the 
fact, which now more than for many 
years is thrust on the attention 
of residents in China, especially 
of those in the southern portion. 
The present is said to be one of 
those “anti-Dynastic” movements 
of which we hear now and 
again, and although most of them 
never come to anything positive, they 
do a world of mischief while running 
their slow course to being stifled. It 
is becanse there is never anything 
constructive in them that we all grow 
so weary of Chinese rebellions, and 
other popular movements. They are 
blind, ineffective protests on the part 
of a great multitude against Ti.ings- 
in-general, or rather against the 
agents by which ‘Things-in-general 
are manipulated, for very few of the 
malcontents really wish a radical 
change—only a redistribution of the 
official appointments, under the im- 
pression that any change will be— 
must be—an improvement. When two 
elephants carried as passengers in the 
hold of an ocean-going steamer dis 
cover that by simultaneous (or rathor 
by successive) lunges they can rock 
the vessel, the passengers ure not 
to be perfectly happy. Such 
for a long time has been the general 
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condition of China, only there seems 
to be a whole herd of elephants, some 
tame and others wild, and apparently 
nothing saves us but the lact that 
they fail accurately to time their mo- 
tions, Another incessantly recurring 
symptom of Chinese social phenomena 
is the famines, the floods, the 
typhoons, and other similar calamities 
with’ which we are perpetually 
favoured. These make heavy drafts 
on our feelings, for we all resemble 
the lady who explained that the 
difficulty with her was that she was 
“too beastly sympathetic,” since our 
first impulse is to see what we can 
do about it. Long experience shows, 
not indeed that we can do nothing 
about it, but that we can accom- 
plish very little; that in doing 
that little we shall have a minimum 
of co-operation from the Chinese from 
whom we should naturally—ia ad- 
vance of experience—have expected 
the most help; and that the most 
energetic foreign efforts on the largest 
seale seem to have practically no 
tendency whatever towards prevent- 
ing the recurrence of the evils to be 
ameliorated, If there is anything 
depressing to philanthropy it is this. 
‘here is, of course, something—much 
indeed—to be said on the other side, 
but the resultant feeling is not un- 
likely to be that which we have 
outlined. It has been remarked with 
much trath that one grows weary of 
being hated, and restless and dissatis- 
fied on being chronically despised. 
Yet this, ia China, is the lot ofa great 
many of us,and to a measurab'e extent 
of usall. For this, as we have time 
and again pointed out, there have 
been, ani are,good rounds. We by no 
means deny or blink the fact that 
Time is a universal healer, and that 
Time alone would and does cure 
many of these evils. But the trouble 
is the same as the one experienced 
by an old cart-horse. Long before 
the galled places have been healed, 
the irritant harness is put on again, 
and they are made worse than 
before. If all the Powers, and all 
their representatives, would but agree 
to show their best side to the Chinese, 
and not the worst, a decade or two 
would go far toward healing the 
breaches of the past. 

But what we witness is nothing of 
the kind. It is impossible to doubt 
that there must be somewhere a very 
considerable influence, and perhaps a 
set of influences which are resolved 
that Chioa shall have no peace. 
Under these circumstances it is 
equally certain that we shall have no 
peace. The very first condition for 
effective action in trade, diplomacy, 
education, or philanthropy is a stable 
Government. 

It is the absence of this, it is the 
prospective uncertainty of this, which 
causes exacerbations of the malady 
to which we have directed attention. 

It is our personal helplessness in 
the matter which aggravates the 
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subjective impression, ‘The higher 
one’s position the more conspicuous 
does this become. One of our best. 
Consuls, on retiring a few mouths 
since, frankly admitted that he had 
spent a large part of his long offici- 
al life in China in warfare with 
Taotais, with Governors, aud Gover- 
nors-Gen-ral, and he added the 
enlightening remark that at the close 
of this career he could perceive no 
improvemeat over the state of things 
thirty years before. 

This gives true insight into our 
deepest dissatisfaction with China. 
It rests upon the four corner-stones 
of the Ignorance, the Obstinacy, the 
Selfishness, and the Insincerity of 
the Chinese—especially those in high 
places and with great influence. But 
despite this irrefragable fact we ean 
not advise a general yielding to the 
China Dumps. Even Chines: obsta- 
cles will in time give way, and if not 
by our help, then by that of others. 





SPEED IN TRAVEL. 
Sth November, 

One of the ‘little annoyances of 
street travel in Shanghai is due 
to the iunste habit of many of our 
resident Chinese to walk straight at 
the pedestrians they weet and when 
almost in contact to step aside at 
right angles to their line of progress 
in order to allow them to piss. As 
there is never any certainty which 
side the native will take, there is not 
infrequently a bit of undignified 
dodging on the part of both native 
and foreigner, and this, together with 
the desire fur less hampered move- 
ment, generally induces the latter 
to take to the road and give 
up the pavement. We see here 
an inheried trait on the part of the 
native whose ancestors had never got 
so far on the path of civilisation as to 
have ample road space. In the 
streets of the Setilement he acts just 
ashe would do on a country path 
through the fields. And acting so 
he resents any attempts to hurry 
him. Two miles an honr he can do 





comfortably, and does, Why should 
anybody want to go faster, he would 
like to know. 

It is easy to raise a smile over such 
@ question, but before we laugh 1 
will perhaps be just as well to look 
into the history of our own com- 
plainings. There was a timé when 
roads in England were few and far 
between. Goods were carried from 
place to place on pack-horses tied tail 
to tail and winding along, picking 
their way asthey went. When roads 
had improved sufficiently to allow of 
wheeled traffic, the ponderous waggon 
with wheels six or eight inches wide 
came into use. This lumbering 
vehicle offended none of the then 
accepted canons of taste with regard 
to speed. It is said that to 
be cerain it was ‘moving, if one 
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necessary to stand behind a post or 
tree, or Some other fixed m-ans of 
comparison, Ry and by there ap- 
seared the stage coach, which when 
the going was good cvu!d do some 200 
miles in three days. The horn 
which is still reckoned an indispen- 
sible article in she outfit of an up- 
to-date conch tells plainly enongh 
the reason of its own origin, which 
was that it might warn the unwary, 
who hitherto had not dreamed of 
such a pace as ten ora dozen miles 
an hour, to get out of the way, 
There was a good deal of heart-burn. 
ing over the aristocrats of those 
days who rode roughshod over 
everybody else at such a break- 
neck speed as that, The same 
story is told of the early railways, 
It was seriously proposed to limit, 
by Act of Parliament, the speed of 
trains to about eight miles an hour, 

The latest exhibitions of these 
old-world attempts to put back the 
hand of time have been seen in the 
widespread desire to lessen the 
speed of the motor car. ‘Twelve 
miles an hour has been laid down as 
the maximum at which motors may 
travel along the public roads in 
certain counties, and all sorts of 
dodges are resorted to by the police 
to secure conviction when this hope- 
lessly stagnating by-law is infringed. 
It is evident that the ordinary ma- 
gsstrate is just as incapable of re- 
cognising the Galilean doctrine that 
the world moves as ever his fore- 
fathers were. There are dead-alive 
legislators still in existence who, if 
they could, would enforce the ‘old 
law and insist that every self- 
propelling vehicle should be com- 
pelied to have a pedestrian in front 
with ared flag. It is not enough 
for them that such law-making has 











already resulted in giving our rivals 
time not only to overtake but, in 
some instances, to pass us. 

Naturally enough there is an im- 
mense outcry when a motor runs 
over something or somebody. But 
when the same accident results from 
ordinwry carriage traffic the sufferer 
gets scant sympathy. He ought to 
have kept his eyes about him and 
got out of the way. It will be 
argued that as this is easy in the 
case of ordinary traffic, that the 
serve-him-right verdict does rough 
and ready justice ; but when, as Lord 
Coventry complained the other day, 
motors go throngh a place at the rate 
of 40 miles an hour, it is not so easy 
to keep clear. This is willingly 
granted, and all reasonable men will 
be in favour of such legislation as 
will prevent dangerous speeds. ‘The 
fact of the matter is that a speed 
which would be culpable in town or 
city is perfectly allowable and safe in 
the open country. What is wanted 
is not a hard and fast line which may 
not be passed under any circum- 





stances, but an elastic system giving 


looked on at a distance, it was | all necessary protection to the public 
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and yet allowing all possible fr-e- 
dom to the driver of the motor car. 
Why should a man be prevented from 
travelling at the rate of 40 miles an 
hour across. sbury Plain if he 
wishes? He can only damage himself, 
and by the mere fact of such practice 
he is getting himself ready to do his 
country service in time of emergency. 
‘The motor car bas, in all probubility, 
put an end to the foolish continental 
dreams of the feasibility of their in- 
vasion of us. With the perfect net- 
work of roads which covers the land, 
and a perfected means for the com- 
munication of intelligence, the con- 
centration of a force on any threaten- 
ed spot is so easy that even the shedow 
of chance which existed before the 
day of the motor car hns now passed 
for ever. For , this, if for no other 
reason, the motor driver should be 
given a free hand as far as possible. 
Legislation can surely find means to 
psnish those who do damage without 
paving drags on the wheels of all.

‘The work 
is consequently as nearly up to date as 
Possible, and as the last volume is provided 
with an index to all three, students cf 
modern Chinese history have now 2 full 
and conveniently arranged record which 
will no doubt prove of considezable valuo. 
M. Cordier has no pretentions to the 
rand and noblo style of writing history. 
fo does not indulge in daring flights and 
subtle combinations of his own. His me- 
thod is to lay down a foundation of official 
records, drawn from Blue Books, Yellow 
Books,’ end similarly unimpeachable 
sources, cement them with a moderate 
amount of narrative, and fill up with 
quotations from contemporary records, 
in which connection it may be marked 
that he does thy “North-Chi: a Hersld” the 
compliment of quoting very frecly from 
its columns. As a patriotic Frenchmen, 
y gives a great deal 
of prominence to the affairs in which his 
own county has been more dire: 
gaged, and English readers will ¢ 
not share some of the conclusions at 
he arrives, but it must be admitted in 
justice to him that he does not hesitate 
to criticiso the conduct of French Minis- 
ters cs freely 2s the representatives of 
other Powers. in any case, whatever 
his judgment may i bear and however 
ready he may show himself to sum up af- 
{aise which Bave hardly rocoded into his: 











torical perspective, he hes accomplished 
good work and displayed great industry 
in bringing together a mass of informa- 
jtion hitherto accessible only to the 
searcher in libraries and newspaper files. 
All the principal Imperial decrees of the 
past seventeen years are to be found in 
the volume under notice, as well

loans and railway ‘concess‘ons, Roman 
Catholic missions, et>. There is even 
chapter devoted to the trouble berween 





France and Siam in 1893, though it is not 
easy to see what this has to do with the 
subject as defined in the title. 

M. Cordier gives a very clear account 
of the negotiations which led to the con- 
clusion of peace between China and Japan. 
The chapter is an object-lesson ia the art 
of dealing with Chinese diplomacy. 

At the fourth conference, Li Hung- 
chang, having recovered from his wound, 
returned to the subject which ho had al- 
ready held forth at great length (the di 
ficulty of corrying out, reforms in China). 
“TI should have liked,” he said to Count 
Ito, “to do what you hare done in Japan, 
but if you were in my place you would 
realiso the indese: dificul 
counter in China.” And the Viceroy 
went on to praise the Mikado for choosing 
enlightened and capable advisers, to 
which Count Ite replied: “Glory be to 
our Emperor, and now to work,” where- 
upon the discussion was resumed. 

Next day Count Ito sent an ultimatum, 
Proving thereby that the wily Li's com- 
pliments were completely wasted on him. 
Six days afterwards, ‘the treaty was 
signed. 

M. Cordier makes somo interesting re- 
marks en the Roman Catholic missions 
in China: 

It might bo supposed, in view of the 
completeness with which the apostolic 
labour is divided and the ground mapped 
out, and the great veriety in the choice 
of the labourers, that Christianity ought 
to make extremely rapid progress and se- 
cure an immense number of adherents. 
Tt must bo sadly admitted, however, that 
such is not the case. ‘The population of 
the empire is sometimes ‘estimeted at 
400,090,000 inbebitants and never less 
than 300,000,000, ‘but the number of 
Christiens does not reach 809,000. Cne 
of the causes of this wazt of success is 
the impolitic bull iseued by Benedict XIV 
which, making no concession to the Chin- 
vse custom of paying hemage to Confucius 
and to the mane ct 
Prevents proselytising among the 
who, at cortain pericds of the year, are 
obliged to perform the customary rites 
in honour of their perents, their great 
moralist and their Empe: It is there- 
fore urgent to annul Benedict's bull, as 
that clever diplomatist Leo XIIi will ne 
doubt easily understand. 

We very much doubt whether his Holi- 
ness will do anything of the kind, unless 
ho treats the question in tho purely utili- 
tarian spirit favoured by M. Cordier and 
entire'y Ivsas sizht «f its relivions aspect 
The Pape wh» exn manaze te reconcile the 
Christian religion with ancestral worship 
will hare to be a very clover diplomatist 
indeed.

tles consequently know nothing of the 
world at large or its dangers and, when 
left to themselves, do not know how to 
escape these perils; yet theso inexperi- 
enced shepherds, who themselves aro 
sometimes in need of a sago adviser, aro 
sent into distant provinces to’ diroct 
flocks of the faithful. Fortunately, we 
are orly to happy to edmit, the greater 
number escape temptation or the enthu- 
siasm that makes them heediessly eager 
to obtain tho martyr's crown, which is 
not so readily accessiblo in China as 
might be supposed. A man who can be 
seat to the blacks in Africa is not neces- 
sarily suited to the civilised Chinese. 
Every missionary should bo specially 
trained with a view to tho field of labour 
which ho is dostined. 

Another denger in connection with the 
present system of educating young mis- 
sionaries is thet their instruction is too 
exclusively religious and that they are 
not sufficiently made to understand that 
science may often be of the greatest use 
in preaching tho Gespel. We are much 
more in reed of savants, such, as those 
who were to bo found at the court ia 
Peking last contury, than a crowd of half- 
educated young country clergy, who often 
cut a poor figure beside the lettered offi- 
cials with whom they are brought into 
contact. We cre sware that thero is now 
‘a tendency in this direction, but it is in- 
sufficiently developed, and it is of tho 
utmost importance that, in addition to 
their religicus studies proper, some at 
least of tio young missionaries should 
follow courses of medicine, science or 
natural history. They should even bo 
required to study ecclesiastical history or 
at any rate so much of it as treats of 
missions, of which they are generally quite 
ignorant. Virtue is & good thing but so 
is oducation, especially when supported 
by e little natural intelligence. 

M. Cordier does not disdain to enliven 
his pages with little traits of » personal 
lind. ‘Thus wo read that after the nego- 
tiation of the Russian loan in 1895 Sir 
Nicholas O'Conor arrived at the Tsungli 
Yamén in a state of fury from the hills, 
where ho had been taking a holiday, 
roundly abused tho members of the Ya- 
mén, and forgot himself to such an extent 
as to utter words which were considered 
disrespectful to the Einperor, causing the 
Emperor's tutor, Weng Tung-ho, to leave 
the reo and the Tsungli Yamén to cable 
to London requesting the recall of tho 
British Minister. On another page M. 
Cordier puts forward the theory that tho 
Boxer rising was responsible for the death 
of Count Lobanoff, who had told tho Tsar 
that tho movement was of no importance 
and would be stopped in a few day: 

Another passege may be commended to 
those English pessimists who believe that 
‘he Russians alone really know what is 
going on in China: : 

‘At a private interview (in May, 1900) 
between M. Michael de Giors and Sir 
Claude MacDonald, the former asserted 
that Russia and Great Britain elone had 
important interests in China and that ho 
was of opinion that the landing of troops, 
as well as naval demonstrations, ought 
to be discouraged as tending to_ bring 
about unforeseen events. The optimistic 
Russian Minister, whose clear-sighted- 
ness does not appear to have been his pre- 
deminant quality, nevertheless had his 
confidence disturbed avout the 18th May, 
and was compelled to admit that the situa- 
tion was sori 
burg was calevlated 
i s to the real state of affairs 
in China, inasmuch as the Russian Minis- 
reign Afairs stated, on the 23rd 
Mey, that no furthor pressure was neces- 
sary, the Chinese Government having at 
last taken snficiently energetic measures. 

In summing up China's position, to-day, 
‘MM Cordier expresses disbelief in any trans: 
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formation being carried out by the present 
Gorernment. The allies, ho says, ought 
to have placed x descendant of one of the 
old Chinese dynasties on the throne, 
whereby they would have gained the 
support of th» numerous secret socie~ 
ties whose object is to expel the 


Tartars; but ‘Russia unfortunately 
has throm in her lot with the 
Manehus. The Chinese, headed by 


the Empress Dowager, are deluding the 
Powers, and will soon forget the occupa~ 
tion of Peking in 1900 just as they did 
that of 1860. China, having discovered 
that her last effort directed against the 
foreigner was inadequate, will make an- 
other in a few years, after carrying out 
the still more formidable preparations 
which her recent experience has taught 
her to be necessary.

It is to be regretted that your Chung- 
king correspondent still continues to pour 
forth his bitterness of feeling against 
Missionaries and Missions.

The Genesis of the Boxer Move- 
ment in Szechuan. 
Permit a few words as to the genesis 
of this Boxer movement. We are given 
to understand by your correspondent that 
it was a popular uprising against the Ro- 
man Catholics. Then why was it not 
aimed against the Roman Catholics in the 
beginning, and why should it cease till 
the Roman Catholics are exterminated? 
For docs any one suppose that the Chineso 
authorities, if they wished to do so, could 
prevent such extermination? The fact 1s 
that the first Boxer outbreaks occurred 
in the midst of the work of the Methodist 
Episccpal Mission, where there were 
searcely any Roman Catholics, and no 
other Protestant bodies. Further, I re- 
joice to report that the Boxer movement 
is practically at an end in that region, 
not because of the change of Viceroy, nor 
because of the presence of the Imperial 
soldiers, for there were none at the last, 
but because the people, whom your corre- 
spondent supposes to be in popular rebel- 
lion, themselres caught and put to death 
a body composed of one-tenth fanatics 
and ninth-tenths of the very offscouring 
of the region. The people rising to rid 
themselves of these shows what short 
shrift they would give the Christians if 
they felt toward them as your correspon- 
dent supposes. 


A Recognised Evil.

Robbery from a Hong Boat. 

‘Tho easy-going merchants here were 
rather rudely startled by a daring robbery 
from a passenger boat within ten li of the 
city early in the present month. Tho 
robbers, who aro commonly put down as 
disbanded tuan lien, had two accomplices 
on ths boat, disguised as ordinary pas- 
sengers. Their friends on shore over- 
powered the men who were pulling the 
tow-line, and dragged the boat to the 
bank. ‘Altogether some $7,500 were 
seized and carried off. A further $5,000 in 
a foreign safe was abandoned, as the safe 
could not be broken open, and was too 
heavy to carry. The money belonged 
to local banks, two of which have had 
to closo their doors in consequence. Four

Notwithstanding all that has appeared 
recently in your columns about the Boxer 
rising in Szechuan, 1 venture to add u fow 
items about this rretecture, which bas 
thus far escaped mention. Some months 
go we gave Waruing to the ative 
officials as to midnight practising and anti- 
foreign demonstration, but our etforts 
were evidently regarded as well-meant yet 
Unnecessary until tho rude awakening 
came some weeks ago, when one after an- 
other our out-stations, together with those 
of the Roman Catholics, in this neigh- 
bourhood wero destroyed, and murder 
and pillage became the order of the day, 
causing terror throughout the whole Pro- 





 fecture. No less than hve of our country 


stations, and a larger number still of those 
belonging to the Catholies, havo been at- 
tacked by the Boxers, and hundred of 
Christians are now homeless and des- 
titute, many of their houses having beon 
completely destroyed. Few Christians 
havo been killed, fortunately, in this 
Beighbourhood, but many wealthy people, 
and those who had enemies among the 
Boxers, have been accused of belongin 

to the Church, and barbaronsly murdered. 
While the movement begins with a watch- 
word of “Exterminate everything for- 
cign,” it soon develops into indiscriminate 
slaughter and general’ license. An un- 
fortunate aspect of the subject is that 
in every place, either from fear or sym- 
pathy, the people of the town refused to 
‘oppose the Boxers, but went and wel- 
comed them with incense and crackers, 
and often giving up all such weapons as 
had been prepared for defence- Many 
of them soon had cause to regret that, 
and as it becomes evident that all classes 
are liable to suffer, there is more anxiety 
to withstand the enemy. Volunteers are 
raised throughout our whole district, 
business is practically at a standstill, and 
the carriago of mails has been much in- 
terfered with. Some cities and towns are 
almost emptied of inhabitants, who havo 
fied for refuge to other places. The local 
officials seem powerless against the move- 
ment. and Boxer drillings aro taking place 
all around us. The Iate:t outbreak was 
only 13 miles from this city, and a forco 
rent ont has returned without doing ans- 
thing, as the headman of the town is 
supposed to be a leader of the rowdies, 
and he prohibited any fighting: A little 
while ago when things seemed very des- 
perate, a few hundred soldiers arrived’ 
from the capital, and in several skirmishes 
it was reported that some hundred of the 
rebels were killed, but the rest were seat- 
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tered, and now the soldiers have left and 
the country side seems more dangerous 
than ever. The terror inspired by the 
Boxers, and also the complicity of many 
of the people, may be gathered from the 
fact that a band of three men took pos- 
session of the Hsien city of Yenting, and 
had their own sweet will there for a aay, 
tho magistrate fearing to come out, but 
actually sending his card to ask for 
leniency from the band of three! Of 
course ho was terrified by their saying 
that many others were coming, and no 
doubt slso ky believing what some even 
of the officials seem to believe, that these 
Bozors are invelnerable, that they can 
fly into cities if the gates are closed 

inst them, and can set fire to houses 
by s blast from their mouth, and so on, 
ad nauseam. There are eight counties 
in this Prefecture, and rioting has oc- 
curred in every one, in some cases very 
serious. We aro ali hoping great things 
from the new Viceroy, but at the time of 
writing the outlook is rot pleasing. The 
lessons ef 1900 have evidently rot been 
digested in this Province, and apparently 
if tho officials dered give more encourage- 
‘ment, the terrible scenes would be re- 
enacted. The sufferings of the Christians 
aro pitiable in this year of great poverty 
as well as persecution, and we aro all 
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the Governor said that while he was as 
anxious as anyone that the shelter for 
Blake Pier should be provided, he did not 
see his way to leaving that on the 
estimates for this year, but if the next 
year’s revenue appeared to justify it, he 
would, with the assent of the Secretary 
of State, put a vote for the work at the 
first possible moment before the Council. 
He fuily recognised its importance, but 
there were other public works of still 
greater importance. 


Increased Taxation, 

At the abore meeting Bills for increas- 
ing the fees for liguor licences and those 
under the Stamp Ordinance were passed 
through ail their stages, after some 
amendments had been made. The Bills 
were hurrie@ through in order to refer 
them home to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. His Excellency assured the 
members that care would be taken that 
the amendments accepted in the Bills 
would be repreduced in them as finally 
drawn up.

The Boer Generals’ Manifesto. 

A good deal of indignation has been 
caused, and very naturally caused, in this 
country by the terms of the appeel issued 
by tho three Boer Generals “to the civi- 
lised world.” Of course the main objeot 
of the Generals in coming to Europe was 
declared from the first to be the collec- 
tion of funds to alleviate the distress 
among the Boers caused by the war. That 
they should make the most of this dis- 
tress, and that they skould do their best 
to work up the sympathies of the people 
to whom they addressed themselves, was 
only to be expected. We were prepared, 
therefore, to make some allowances if the 
facts were a little over-coloured in their 
manifesto; but when they declare that 
they are “convinced from personal know- 
ledge that during the war at least thirty 
thousand houses on the farms, besides a 
number of villages, have been burnt or 
destroyed by the British,” that is coming 
it just a little too strong. In March last 
Mr. Chamberlain stated that the total 
number of Boer ferms burnt was 634. No 
doubt there were also a good many farms 
which, although not totally destroyed, 
suffered more or less severely ; and we ali 
imow from private letters that in spite 
of all prohibitions there was a certain 











amount of looting by our troops, as there 
is bound to be in warfare. But when all 
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this has been taken into account, the 
statement of the Boer leaders can’ only 
he described as a shameless” piece of 
mendaci 


Compensation. 

Then the Generals declare that “ the 
small amount which England, according 
to the terms of surrender, will give, even 
if multiplied ten-fold, will be totally 
adequate to cover even the war losses. 
The widows and orphans, the maimed and 

- .. will therefore receive 
, and in most cases nothing at all.” 
The sum which we are giving is carefully 
omitted, and few continental readers will 
remember that it is £3,000,000, which 
works out at about £100 per family; and 
in addition we have agreed to make un- 
limited loans free of interest for two years, 
and then at 3 per cent. There is no sign 
at present that the appeal will have any 
substantial result ; the only big gift so far 
comes from America, Mr. Phipps, of the 
Carnegie Steel Trust, having’ given 
$100,000; and it seems probable that the 
bulk of what money they get will come 
from America and from the nation which 
fought against them. Already some of 
the Continental papers are taking the 
line that it is the duty of England and not 
other countries to alleviate distress caused 
by the 
Hye. nds of Londoners were excited 
last Friday by the appearance of a flying 
machine circling about over their heads 
and finally steering off to the north-west. 
The machine has been constructed and 
was worked by Mv. Stanley Spencer, the 
youngest of the famous family of aero- 
nauts, the eldest of whom, Mr. Percival 
Spencer, will be well remembered in the 
Far East, where he made a series of bal- 
loon ascents and parachute descents 
several years ago. Mr. Stanley Spencer 
claims that his machine answered ab- 
solutely to its helm, and that he bas 
rolved the problem of acrial navigation. 
Certainly those who witnessed his fight 
aro agreed that the machine appeared to 
be under wonderful control ; but of course 
it will have to be put to further tests 
before his opinion of it can be accepted. 
It is true that he did some circling about, 
Dut the main direction of his journey was 
a straight line from south-east to north- 
west. If, instead of making for the neigh- 
bourhood of Harrow, he had returned to 
the Crystal Palace, from which he started, 
it would have been a much more con- 
vineing test. 
The Balloon and the Aeroplane. 

‘There is every reason to believe, how- 
ever, that Mr. Stanley Spencer's machine 
is a great improvement on that of M. 
Santos Dumont. It appeared to be un- 
der very much better control; and to 
have accomplished the first. test, with 
a flying machine of the smallest possible 
dimensions, without even the semblance 
of an accident, is in itself 2 triumph. 
‘There is no striking novelty about Mr. 
Spencer's invention. He appears to have 
secured a greater degree of stability by 
means of a modification in the shape of the 












































balloon and by other little im- 
provements. There is a good deal 
to be said for the new air-ship 


of Dr. Barton, who is now engaged in 
experiments with a flying machine of an 
entirely new type, sufficiently promising 
to induce the War Office to interest it- 
self financially in the experiment. His 
view is that no m. ‘ine of the balloon 
type will ever succce? in really solving the 
problem of aerial navigatior. It is true 
that Dr. Barton's machine is attached to 
a balloon; but this, he declares. is not 
an essential part of it. Tt is employed 
“much as a man who is learning to swim 
takes advantage of a life buoy.” His 
machine is eventually to be supported in 
the air by its moving aeroplanes, just as

A Long Record. 

“Tt is now sixteen years,” Mr. 
Peary to a reporter, “Since T started to 
investigate the Northern wilds, having 
visited Dascoe Bay in 1886. _ 

“Tn 1891 I went out again; and I may 
say that I have been at it ever since. 

“In my dash to 84 degrees, 17 min., I 
placed a greater difference of latitude be- 
tween the starting and finishing point 
than was ever accomplished by a sledge 
party before. 

What hare I accomplished? Well, T 
am well satisfied with the result of my 
Inbour. It is two years since I discovered 
that Greenland is an island. 

“In May, 1900, T reached the most 
northerly point in Greenland and started 
down the eastern coast. 
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“Then I have charted Cape York and 
the Whale Sound region, Hay Sound and 
the Princes Maric Bay ‘of Elsmere and 
the island north of Hagar Land and the 
cast coast of Greenland, besides correct- 
ing many inaccuracies in previous charts. 

“Thave also made two ies cap trips 
across Greenland, from Whale Sound to 
Inylefeld. 

Those trips were made in 1892 and 
1895. In four of my sledge trips, viz., in 
1892, 1894, 1896, and 1909, the distance I 
travelled would ‘have carried me to the 
Pole if I had started from a point in the 
83rd degree, and there would be nothing 
to prevent me from wintering at such a 
point, for, once there, I would become 
acl , as it were.

How the Arsenal Began. 

The Arsenal.—About the year 1863, 
during the progress of the Taiping rebel- 
lion, the then Taotai of Shanghai, acting | 
on behalf of the first Marquess Tsing and | 
Li Hung-chang, purchased a small en- 
gineering workshop situated near Hunt's 
Wharf, Broadway, Hongkew. The mana- 
ger, an American named Falls, together 
with all his assistants (chielly British) 
were taken over as a going concern. They 
manufactured cast iron and bronze guns 
such as you may now see on the Chinese 
zunboats up tke creeks, Owing, 1 an 
objection to a Chinese Government fac- 
tory in the Settlement, it was removed 
to its present site and formally opened 
in the year 1867 under the nominal head 
of a Taotai named Fung. Tho place has 
steadily grown until at the present timo 














buildings are spread over more than 100 
aeres and about 2,500 workmen aro daily 
employed. ‘The chief departments are the 
steel works, gun factory, projectile fac- 
tors, engincering departinent,, rile fac 
tory, and general smithy and torpedo 
shop. There is also connected with the 
arsenal a largo dry dock with wharf and 
wood yard, education department, and 
threo special poyrder factories. As I men- 
tioned in the carly part of the address, 
through the kindness of H.E. Mao the 
Society visited the Works this spring, 
and were very kindly shown all the 
different sections by Mr. Bunt and Mr. 
Cornish, the only foreigners employed ov 
tho Works, 

Railways.—Now I may just glance at 
our local experience in the matter of rai 
ways. Tho Shanghai and Woosung Rail- 
way was commenced in 1874, and it was 
hoped by the originators of the enterprise 
that the introduction of this short lino 
would mark a new era in China. But 
such was not to be the case as, after 
running for a very short time, the 
animosity of the Chinese officials was so 
great that the lino had to be closed, and 
it was eventually sold to the Chinese who 
at once tore up the rails, demolished the 
engines and carriages, and did all in their 
power to eradicate any sign that a rail- 
way had ever existed. They oven went 20 
far as to charter a steamer to carry the 
materials to the coast of Formosa and 
throw it: into the sea, It is with creat 
pleasure we now have to record that the 
carly prejudice has been overcome. The 
Shanghai and Woosung Railway is ro- 
instated, and additional railways have 
beon made in Northern parts of China as 
well as several others now in course of 
construction, 

‘Telegraphic Communieation.—Tho year 
1871 marks a great event in our history, 
as in that yoar the telegraph service was 
completed and Shanghai was put in con- 
nection with all parts of the world. What 
that meant to the promotion of business 
you can readily appreciate, Since then 
the cables have been increased in numver 
both North and South, whilst the linking 
up of the Chinese and Russian land-lines 
provides an altemative ronte to Europe. 
With reeard to America, we do not per- 
haps derive the full advantace of our 
crographical position, but with the com-

Waterworks.—The Shanghai Water- 
works were commenced in 1881, inangu- 
rated for public service in the autimnn of 
1663, and claim the premier position as 
the first waterworks constricted either 
in China or Japan.

Local Industries—The year 1888 open- 
e] up a now industry, the’ ¢ mmenee - ent 
of cotton mills. The first mill was the 
Shanghai Cotton Cloth Mill Company on 
the Yangtsepoo Road started in 1885 but 
unfortunately burnt to the ground in 
1893. In rapid succession several other 
mills have been erected and to-day we 
have in Shanghai nine mills representing 
about 320,000 spindles, employing, if 
only working during the day, nearly 
12,000 hands, and if, as formerly, the 
mills were running night and day, this 
number would be doubled. I estimate the 
labour bill at nearly $100,000 per month 
These very large undertakings unfor- 
tunately so far have not proved a finan- 
cial success, but as a great deal of the up 
hill work has been performed there is ne 
doubt but that a great future lies befor: 
them. There aro many other local 
industries but I much regret that time 
will not permit of more than mentioning 
@s many as I can remember and if any 
are omitted I must ask your forgivene: 
Gilk filwure and  mannfitories, yap: 
mills, ice works, flour and rice mills and 
ne atest waver factories, and matche works. 

‘With reference to architectural works 
I propose only to give you a very short 
outline of the advancement, I may say by 
Teaps and bounds, architecture has made 
in Shanghai, as no doubt one of our fu- 
ture presidents will give an address, oF 
‘a member read a paper on this very 
interesting subject. So far as T am able 
to ascertain, the first departure from 
the bungalows and two-storied buildin 
with their 10 and 12 feet verandahs too! 
place about 1870 with the building of the 
Oriental Banking Corporation premises 
‘on the Bund. Then followed the Hong- 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, until now on the 
Bund and many of the other streets and 
suburbs are built palatial buildings which 
would do eredit to any city in Europe. 
‘The enormous increase in the price of 
land in the Settlement is no doubt the 
cause for the new departure in building 
4 and 5-storey houses, stores, and godowns. 
am informed that an offer of Tis. 
100,000 per mow for a property on the 
Bund has quite recently been refused, 
‘and as a comparison with home prices, if 
this amount is converted into sterling, it 
is oqual to £67,500 per acre. The most 
striking contrast of the past and present 
style of architecture is to be seen at the 
four corners of the Kiangse and Kiu- 
Kiang Roads. On the north-east corner 
stands one of the houses built in the 
olden days, on the north-west corner is 
a splendid’ 4-storied building completed 
this year, at the opposite corner there is 
now in course of erection a 5-storied 
building which when completed will be 
the highest so far erected in Shanghai 
and at the fourth corner stands in its 
own grounds our fine cathedral started in 
1866 and completed in 1868. No doubt on 
the completion of the tramway and the 
many new roads residents will build new 
houses much farther from the Settlement 
than at present : 


the architects will be greatly increased. 
‘As sanitary work is so closely connected 


with enginoors and architects no address 
would be complete without recordiag the 
great advancement made by the Sanitary 
Department of the Municipal Council to 
the benefit of the native as well as the 
foreign population in Shanghai.

To the Editor of the 
“ Norra-Cursa Datty News. 


Sim,—The wires have probably con- 
veyed the news to many of your readers | 
that this sprouting settlement, and Man-| 
churia in general, were to be visited by 
the Russian Minister of Finance, th 
conceiver of Russia's ambitious under 
takings in these parts aud especially in 
Dalny.

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IMPERIAL DECREES. 
(oy TELEOAPH FroM PEKING.) 


(SPECIALLY TRANSLATED FOR THE. ““SoRTH- 
CuENA DAILY NEWS.”) 


28th October. 
Hsia Yi-hsin is appointed Provincial 
Commander-in-Chief of Hupeh, and Su 
Yuan-ch‘w: (Marshal Su—Translstor) is 
transferred from the Provincial Command 
in-Chief of Kuangtung to that of 
Kuangsi. Notes:—As will perhwps be 
recalled, the insurrection of seeret-society 
men in’ Kuangsi last year, owing to the 
fewness of modern arms of precision in 
their hands, was not expected to be very 
formidable by the provincial high authori- 
ties of the Tivo Kuang. Just at that time, 
however, Marsh»l Su got int» trouble with 
his forces garrisoning Kuangtung province, 
through an attempt to disband some 10,00 
of them without -paying the men their 
arrears of pay, amounting to over six 
months’ wages. "The men first objected to 
be disbanded, having been enlisied for five 
years and with three years more to vo. In 
the second plice, they wanted their ~ix 
months? arrears paid fir+t before they would 
listen to the subject of disbundwnent and 
hand over their arms, which are all Mausers 
of the latest type. Marshal Su then tried 
to overawe the mutinous troops into 
subjection by a display of force, demandin: 
thelr arms before paying them their 
money. ‘To his surprise, nearly on 
half of the troops who were with hi 
tumed round on the Marshal and joi 
the iwutinous battalions. who forced him 
eventually to retreat. ‘Thy muvineers then 
forced their own reyimeutal offers, 
on pain of death to join. It was death, 
any ‘way. to these officers. If they refu~ 
to join they would have been’ slain in- 
ier by ther own men; while if they 
went over to their General he would have 
mide them h's seapegnats and decapitated 
them before the whole army for not being 
able to control the mutineers. ‘The muti- 
neers shouted defiance to the men who re- 
mained fathful to the Mush-l, and 
marched wff with all th 
food supplies, and impedimenta to join the 
insurgents, only a f¢w miles of. This 
formidatle addition ‘0 the fighting forces of 
the insurgents has of course lengthened 
the rebellion down to the present day. 
Apparently, the powers that be ia Pekiog 
consider Marshal Su to be primarily re- 
sponsible for all this additional trouble, and 
for this reason have transferred him 'from 
Kuangtuog to Kuanysi. with what ultimate 
success time alone will show.—Translator, 
29th October.

ju, First-Captain of the Chénchou

Colonel of the Yi battalion; the former 
district magistrate of Yuanlinghsien, Wan 
Chao-hsin; and Major-General Yen Wu- 
lin, Brigadier Commanding the Yi 
Brigade; should be first cashiered and 
reduced to the ranks for the purpose of 
undergoing trial. We have now received . 
another memorial from the said Governor 
Yii Lien-san stating that when the riot 
nrst began, the late Mr. Lowis fled from 
the mission premises and in passing the 
yamén of the First-Captain, Liu Liang-ju, 
the latter shut his yamén gates, refusing 
to receive the said missionary, in con- 
sequence of which said missionary was 
beaten to death by the mob. With re- 
gard to the Major-General, Yen Wu-lin, 
when the mob was passing’ his yamén en 
route to the chapel he remained inactive 
as if ignorant of the purpose of the 
rioters and omitted to render the neces~ 
sary protection to the missionaries and 
mission premises, while as to Wan Chao- 
hsin, the former Chibhsien of Yuanling- 
hsien, knowing that he was so soon to be 
superseded he purposely took no notice 
of the current rumours, omitting to use 
any efforts to put a stop to them. In 
consequence of this it brought about the 
said serious riot. With regard to the 
other officials of Chénchon their faults 
were of various degrees; such as either 
failure to give the proper protection or 
they did not beforehand take the neces- 
sary steps to gire such protection. All 
were, however, deserving of punishment. 
We have again and again commanded 
our military and civil officials to gi 
every protection to foreigners and mis- 
sions, yet our orders have not been ob- 
served, as witness the recent serious affair 
in Chénehou. Now in the case of the 
First-Captain Liu Liang-ju, his guilt was 
doubly serious above ail otbers in that 
he did not give protection when he was 
able to do so, and we particularly 
execrate the man’s conduct. We hereby 
command that he be summarily executed. 
The cashiered Major-General Yen Wu-lin 
of the Yi Brigade is sentenced to await 
decapitation in gaol; Chang Yao-k'uci, 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Yi battalon, 
and Chao Yii-tien, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Kueiyang battalion, are here- 
by cashiered and dismissed for 
ever from the army; Wu Chih-chun, 
prefect of Chénchou, is also cashiered and 
dismissed for ever from the public service ; 
he is also to be exiled for hve years. Tho 
cashiered ex-district magistrate Wan 
Chao-bsin is commanded to be banished 
to the utmost limits of the empire and is 
never to be liberated or allowed to return 
home. These punishments aro awarded 
as a warning to all.

NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 
80th October. 


The Minister-designate to the 
United States, Spain and Peru. 
It will be remembered that shortly 
after the departure from Shanghai of 
HLH. Prince Tsai Chén, the Chinese 
Special Ambassador to the Coronation, 
for Europe last May, certain stories of a 
derogatory character were spread about 
by interested parties concerning the 
Prince and his Chief Secretary and Ad- 
viser, Sir Chéntung Liang Chéng, 
K.C.M.G., insomuch that it ‘was even 
confidently asserted that Prince Ching, 
the father of Prince Tsai Chén, was so 
incensed that his Highness had vowed 
vengeance against the gentleman who 
wwas.acting as his son's adviser and fidus 
‘Achates and whose chance of succeeding 
ELE. Wu Ting-fang as Chinese Minister 
to the United States, Spain and Peru was 
therefore not only extremely jeopardised 
but even the rank and titles held by 
him. Friends and well-wishers of the able 
and distinguished official in question were 
naturally much alarmed at the time at 
‘these rumours which, however, upon en- 














quiry both before and after the return 
of the Special Embassy, proved to 
false. ‘The following letter from an au- 


thoritative source which we have been 
permitted to transcribe may, —there- 
fore, be of interest to readers of these 
“Notes” :— 

“As will have been seen from the 
newspapers of the time Prince Tsai 
Ghén and his Chief Adviser and First 
Secretary of Embassy, Sir Chéntung 
Liang Chang, K.CM.G., upon their 
return to Peking from abroad were re- 
ceived in special audience by Their 
Majesties the Empress Dowager and 
Emperor on the 26th of September. -At 
this audience the Empress Dowager, after 
complimentine Sir Chéntung on his able 
services with the two special embassies— 
the Coronation Embassy and the Embassy 
of Apology of HLH. Prince Chun to the 
German Emperor—gave a specimen of 
the result of her present studies in the 
English language by saying, with a re- 
markably clear pronunciation, to Sir 






;Chéntung, “I like to see you ofte 
Since Sir Chéntung’s return to Peking 
{his highness Prince Ching has been 

ecially kind towards him, while the 
| Ministers of the Grand Council upon 
‘whom Sir Chéntung called to pay his 
respects seemed most friendly to him. 
| They all assured him that H.E. »u Ting- 
| fang’s retention for a few months’ longer 
in the United States had no reflection on 
| Sir Chéntung whatever, and that the 
| Court had acted at the joint request 
of their Excellencies Viceroys Liu K‘un- 
yi and Chang Chih-tung, as it was under- 
stood at the time that he (Sir Chéntung) 
had to return to Peking with Prince Tsai 
Chén and therefore could not possibly 
take charge of the Washington Legation 
before January next.

| single decree has been published’ showing

hand his very existence seems to havo 
been ignored; but the Vice-Presidency of 
the Board of Works is abruptly given to 
Trang Chin-ch'ung, and the Assistant 
High Commissionership of Commerce, 
together with the duty of negotiating the 
commercial treaties with the various 
Powers is given to H.E. Wu ‘fing-fang, 
retiring Chinese Minister at Washington. 
In a word, the characters “ Shéng Hsiian- 
huai” (Shéng Kung-pao's official name) 
do not appear in any of the Imperial 
decrees in question. There is much 
speculation in local mandarin circles at 
the deliberate slight placed upon this 
well-known official by the Imperial Court, 
so far without any’ satisfactory explana- 
tion. A private dispatch from Peking 
has however arrived, in which it is hinted 
that the story of various rice transactions 
had reached certain persons at Court and 
that some expression of the Imperial dis- 
pleasure was on the point of being pro- 
claimed when the news of Shéng Hsio- 
Jen's death was received at the Capital.

Finally, it is stated 
that H.E. has himself strongly recom- 
mended to thé Throne as tho late Viceroy 
Liu Kun-yi’s successor the present Viceroy 
of the Yun-Kuei provinces, H.E. Wei 
Kuang-tao who, as already stated in the 
“Notes,” possesses every qualification 
necessary for holding such an important 
post satisfactorily to both foreigners and 
natives.

‘The Court will remain at Eho Park 
Palace until about the time of the closing 
of navigation by the ice—The Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs having received an in- 
timation from the Doyen of the Diplo- 
matic Body of Peking thnt the variou- 
Foreign Representatives, their Staffs and 
their respective families would be glad to 
pay their congratulations to the Empress 
Dowager on her birthday Anniversary on 
the 9th proximo, it was duly reported to 
her Majesty, who at onco gave her con- 
sent and expressed the desire of inviting 
her foreign guests on that day to remain 
and witness the special theatricals that 
have been ordered for the celebrations. 
According to Chinese custom the male 
and female guests will witness the thea- 
tricals from separate places. 


A Peking Report. 

The following report from Peking 
now in circulation amongst the local may 
darins. It is to the effect that when the 
news of the dispatch from Hongkong to 
Shanghai and Yangtze ports of a large 
British squadron of armoured ships and 
gunboats was transmitted by telegraph 
from this pert to the Grand Secretary 
Yung Ln in Peking, the latter at once 
went to Eho Park and showed the tele- 
gram to the Empress Dowager. The 
conference between the two is stated to 
have been very secret, but when the Grand 
Secretary left the Presence he was dis 
tinctly heard to say: ‘* Well, there is ne 
help for it but to send troops to oppose 
any hostile movements.”

‘An Extra Burden on the State. 

It is stated by people in the Board of 
Rovenue and the Imperial Household 
Department that the expense of keeping 
Bho Park Palace and grounds at the pre- 
sent period, during the occupation of the 
Empress Dowager and the Court, daily 
‘amounts to about Tis. 20,000. A little 
over ahalf of this amount goes in the 
extra allowances for the daily board and 
wage of the Ministers, secretaries, clerks, 
and runners of the Six Boards and minor 
Ministries while doing duty at, Court ; 
wages for the drivers of, and fodder, etc., 
for the mules and ponies which drag the 
“Peking coaches” and carts carrying the 
above officials to Eho Park and back to 
Peking, daily ; the wages and food of the 
men in charge of the steam Iaunches and 
Toyal barges in the “Lakes” and the 
miniaturo railway, with coal and fuel for 
‘them, it being necessary always to have 
steam up in case the Empress Dowager 
should want them at any time or hour of 
the day ; the wages and food of the men in 
charge of the electric light machiners 
and coal for it, and the Palace telegraph 
office, etc., etc. In a word, if the Empress 
Dowager and her Court occupies Bho Park 
the whole year round it will cost the m= 
perial exchequer nearly seven and a-half 
Million tals more than if she remained 
in the usual manner in the “Forbidden 
City.”

RECEPTION TO 
THE COMMITTEE OF 
PAN-PRESBYTERIAN 

UNION IN CHINA. 


—_+—— 


The Shanghai Missionary Association 
entertained the delegates appointed “by 
the different Presbyterian Missions in 
China and Formosa, at the Union Church 
Hall on Tuesday night last. These del- 
egates represented Missious holding the 
Presbyterian faith, and after a week's 
deliberation they have decided on a basis 
of Union for all the Churches throughout 
China. 

The President of tho Association, Dr. 1 
T. Bryan, performed his duties in a felici- 
tous way and the Rev. Timothy Richard, 
D.D., welcomed the delegates in a cor- 
dial’ manner. Ho recapitulated the 
achievements of Presbyterianism in the 
ast and showed in a good speech what that 
body of Christians had done and is doing 
for China to-day. His address was follow- 
ed by a response on behalf of the dele- 








what had been accomplished in the past 
few days by the Committee in the way 
of bringing together the different branches 
of this Church, and closed by hoping that 
this union would promote the universal 
union of all Christians in China. 

Dr. Noyes gave some reminiscences. He 
stated that union between the Presby- 
terians had been considered as far back 
as 1871, and that repeated attempts had 
been made to accomplish this end. Ho 
related the history of these attempts up 
to the present. When the Committee met, 
every one said everything he had to say 
without keeping anything back, “They 
sgid it all,” he repeated, and now all were 
dgreed. 

‘The Rev. D. Ferguson, of Formosa, fol- 
lowed next. He gave several reason for 
and against the union of the Formosan 








Christians with the Chinese Church. ‘The 
fact that these Christians are Chinese and 
are acquainted with Chinese literature was 
a strong reason for union, but the Island 
belongs to the Japanese and it might be 
best to unite with the Church of Japan. 
He gave many other interesting facts 
about his field. 

‘the Rev. Geo. Douglas, of Manchuria, 
then spoke. Heshowed the rapid growth of 
the Church since the union of the Scotch 
and Irish Church there several years ago 
—from two to twenty thousand—and pro- 
phesied that this contemplated .arge 
union would prove a greater impetus to 
the work. He thought that Russian rule 
in Manchuria would not hinder _ the 
spread of Christianity should the Rus- 
sians ever annex that part of Asia. “Tho 
Chinese Christian Intelligencer,” the 
Paper now issued weekly by the Presby- 
terians, was circulated largely in his field 
and he recommended it to all Christians 
in China. 

Bishop Galloway, of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, made the closing 
address. He congratulated the Presby- 
terian body on what had been done and 
stated that his own Church was taking 
steps in the samo direction. Tho Ven. 
Archdeacon Thompson, of the American 
Church Mission, dismissed the meeting 
with tho benediction. 

‘Tho Hall was filled to its utmost capac- 
ity by an audience representing mission 
aries of all denominations and others in- 
terested in tho great philanthropic work 
of enlightening this vast country.

They carcered gallantly along the two 
bunds, but were unablo to find any sign of 
a blaze or of the origination of the alarm. 

About 11.15 p.m. on Friday the alarm 
sounded five bells for a supposed fire in 
French town. The Fire Brigade turned 
out, but it subsequently was found that 
the’ fire was outside the Settlement 
limits. 

About a quarter of an hour later the 
alarm sounded one bell, a telephone mes- 
sage having been received from tho 
Yangtzepoo Police Station to the effect 
that there was a fire in that locality. 
The Deluge and Mih-ho-loong reels went 
down to the scene of the fire, which was 
in some Chinese houses near a Chinese 
cotton mill, but they found that two 
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streams laid on from the mill hydrants 
were sufficient to cope with the flames. 
Four houses were destroyed. 

‘At 2.50 a.m. on Sunday a fire broke out 
in a native shop in Sinza Road, near the | 
corner of Park Road. The Brigade were 
quickly on the spot, but by the time they 
arrived the fire had assumed large pro- 

rtions and several shops were ablaze. 

it was not until daylight that the Brigade 

were able to leave, and some hours later, 
about 11.30 a.m.,’ they were recalled to 
the scene of the fire, the flames having 
broken out again.

THE CHENCHOU 
MASSACRE CASE. 


(PROM OUR HANKOW CORRESPONDENT.)

Since this case has resulted in a naval 
demonstration by the British on tho 
Yangtze, it may be as well to state the 
facts again. Although nothing new has 
come to light, and all that was. previously 
known has already been published, yet the 
public is notorious for its short memory : 
it needs frequent refreshing. 

Chénchou is a city in the north-west 
of the province of Hunan, and although 
a Fu—a city of the first order—it is 
really quite a small place. It consists 
of one long street, with the usual liberal 
allowance of civil’ and military yaméns 
in it which Fu cities possess. Some fire 
years ago, the China Inland Mission 
opened a station there, and up till tho 
Boxer year the missionaries lived 
the city in perfect peace and quictnes 
In common with all other interior mis- 
sion stations, it, was abandoned during 
the Boxer troubles, but was occupied 
again by Messrs. Bruce and Lowis when 
things settled down—that was at the end 
of last year. Mr. Bruce was a missionary | 
of six years’ standing, and Mr. Lowis of 
three: both were highly capable men. 

Nothing went amiss till the month of 
July when tho cholera broke out and 
raged in the neighbourhood, as it did over 
all Central China at that time. To their | 
great alarm the missionaries leaned that 
the people were accusing them of causing 
the disease by putting poison in the wells. 
Although, like the members of the C.LM. 
generally, they had no wish to have much 
to do with the yamén, yet they consider- 
ed tho affair serious enough to cause them 
to do their best to obtain official help or 
protection. 

Thoro were two civil, and quite a num- 
| ber of military officials, in the city to 
whom they could apply. but naturally they 
tamed first to the district magistrate, 
who was Wan Chao-hsin, and was shortly 
to be leaving office. On the 26th of July 
the missionaries approached him, and 
asked him to issue a proclamation to quiet 
tho rumours, and also gave him a copy of 
a placard which had been posted up ac- 
cusing them of having poisoned the wells. 
The magistrate promised to attend to 
the matter, but carefully did nothing. 
On the Ind’ of Aucust they leamed that 
they were going to be put to des:h durinz 
the eighth month, and on the Dh of 
August they approached the Prefect, 
evidently having lost all hope of the 
Hsien. He was a man of good family, 
‘Wu Chi-chun by name—H.E. Wang Wén- 
hsiao is his uncle. ‘They gave the Prefect 
a copy of another inflammatory placard, 
.d he also promised to issue a proclama- 
tion, but did nothing. 

‘About this time a Eurasian gentleman, 
an agent of the Imperial Post Office. 
arrived in the city. He had been sent out 
to open a line of offices by the Yuen river 
route throuch to Kueichou, and carried 
vith him some $3,000 cash and stamps to 
‘a still greater value. He put up in an inn 
opposite the Hsien’s yamén, and, as soon 
as he realised the sitnation. went and 
producing his credentials, asked the dis- 
trict magistrate to issue a proclamation. 
‘This, as usual was promised readily 
enough, but it never sppeared. Appar- 





























ently they had no intention of interfering 
with the manifest course of events. 

The missionaries do not appear to have 
applied to the military officials at all, 
although there was 2 camp of soldiers at 
their own back door. The military forces 
of the place were under a T’ung-ling 
named Yen Wu-lin. Ho had been 
there for many years, and was a man of 
great influence in the neighbourhood. 
By general report, he was exceedingly 
anti-foreign, and had onco dismissed one 
of his subordinates for being friendly 
with the missionaries, His second in 
command was Ching Yao-k'uei, who was 
stationed with his men on tho opposite 
side of the river from tho city, and was 
under the T'ung-ling’s orders on no ac- 
count to leave his post. On the river 
itself was a naval Tung-ling, named Chao 
Yu-tien with half-a-dozen gunboats in 
charge. Finally, in the city there was the 
city garrison, with its camp just behind 
the mission, ‘the chief of which was the 
Tu-sze, a gentleman named Yu Liang-ju. 

The fatal day was the 15th of August. 
On this day, the post office man, losing 
faith in the Hsien’s promises, in turn, 
applied to the Prefect to have steps taken. 
The Prefect referred him back to the 
district magistrate again, who was the 
new man who had just taken over the 
| seals. His name was Chen Hsi-nien, and 
‘he promised immediate attention to the 
| business in hand, but whether his promise 
| was worth any more than that of his pre- 





| decessor was never to be known. On tho 


way back to his inn the Eurasian gentle- 
man met with the mob come out to slay 
the foreigners, and was attacked by them 
at once. Fortunately the Hsien was 
near, and intervened with all speed. Ho 
was ‘able to rescue him, but badly in- 
jured, and with the loss of all bis cash 
and stamps. 

‘The mob next hurried on to the mis- 
| sion, passing en route the T’ung-ling's 
yamén, who carefully made no move to 
check ‘them, notwithstanding that the 
Prefect insists that he (the Prefect) had 
the previons day ordered him to send 
soldiers to protect the mission. Mr. 
Bruce appears to have been killed at once 
on the premisee—he was simply pounded 
to death—but Mr. Lowis escaped and ran 
for protection to the camp of the gar- 
rison, only to have the cate slammed in his 
faco and be driven back into the hands of 
the mob, He was killed on tho street in 
front of a house occupied by a petty ex- 
pectant official named Chen Hsing-lo who 
admits having been a spectator of tho 
murder, and says he expostulated with the 
crowd, although others say he actually 
hounded them on. 

Concerning these main facts there is no 
dispute at all. The matter was gone into 
most thoroughly by Vice-Consul Giles on 
the spot, and the native authorities admit 
them, Further Mr. Lowis's diary was 
found civing particulars of rumours, the 
placards, and their vain applications for 
help. The last entry is dated 14th August 
and says: “A weivnan called to-day. Tho 
new Hsien took office. Rumours say that 
thre pigs have been killed and the feast 
prepared, etc., and that wwe aro to be hors 
de combat.” : 

After the affair, the authorities had it 
all their own way for as long as made it 
plain what they considered was suitable 
Action to take in the case. The Mission, 
according to its polics, made no demand 
upon them; but accepted gratefully a 
couple of coffins, and a small piece of 
groind in which to bury their dead. The 
damages done to the Mission house were 
also repaired by the officials without 
beinz asked. The Governor ordered that 
the murderers were to be seized and 
executed, with the result that in a short 
time rine of them paid the penalty with 
their heads.

| If appears that this year has been a 
‘more than usually rainy one, and 
consequently the hills and low-lying land 
were saturated with moisture, and the 
streams full of water. On the 26th and 
27th September heavy rain fell without 
intermission, and on the night of the 27th 
the gale, or typhoon, commenced. Early 
on the morning of the 28th the yale was 
‘at the height of its fury and then tho 
‘disaster commenced. Those who have 
| been to Chiizenji know the Bhuddist tem- 
ple at the base of Nantaisan, just beyond 
| the village on the shores of the Lake. 
| There is from this temple a sacred road 
| of log steps that leads to the summit of 
| the hill which is used by the pilgrims, who 
change their dress for the ascent at one 
| of the temple buildings. From the tem- 
ple to the summit is slightly under 4,000 
ft. of a very steep climb, the mountain 
being densely wooded. About 3,000 ft. 
| up the mountain, and exactly parallel to 
the pilgrim ascent and only some 20 
yards from it a landslip started. Ap- 
parently the dark lava soil on the surface 
| was first washed away, and about 9 o'clock 
| in the morning or a little time after, this 
| was first carried away and covered two 
| of the temple buildi at the base, an 
old priest being buried with them. This 
displacement of the surface soil left the 
! roots of the trees more or less exposed to 
the force of the gale, and almost 
| immediately afterwards the avalanche of 
| great trees and the subsoil of gravel came 
down. Two of the temple buildings were 
completely buried, and all the others in- 
jured, three of them being hopelessly 
destroyed. A small shrine at the very 
back had a narrow escape, the porch way 
‘being pushed out of the perpendicular 
and the eaves on one side Being carried 
away. The bell tower also escaped in a 
similar way, the eaves on one side being 
torn off, but the bell remaining uninjur- 
ed. The two bronze toriye, one above 
the other, were untouched, and the lan- 
terns, holy water cistern, certain stones 
and images in the temple ground alto- 
gether escaped injury. I mounted the 
debris that now covered the two temple 
| buildings at the base of the hill, which 
| extends over a width’ of about 150 feet, 
jand from that point observed the course 
\of the landslip far above me, Tt was not 
| possible to ascend the hill, as the pilgrim 
Lascent is closed, and the course of the 
‘landslip itself was dangerously insecure. 
Apparently this landslip is about 100 
‘feet in width for three-quarters of tho 
way up the mountain, showing nothing 
| but the subsoil gravel, as all the great 
| trees along its course and hundreds of 
| tons of soil were precipitated into the 
lake. Right in the course of the landslip 
| ana just above the shore side road stood 
the village school. Fortunately the 28th 
was a Sunday, and there was no school 
attendance, but the unfortunate school- 
master, his wife and child were carried 
away with the school. The displacement 
of the water of the lako caused by this 
jland slip was enormous, and the water 
jrushed in a tremendous body over the 
jexit to the Diyagawa, flooding the coun- 
|try on the way and carrying away many 
{houses. It all occurred in a moment, so 
that no one had time to observe the na- 
|ture of the overflow, but it appears to 
{have been erratic in its course, or to have 
been deflected in some way, for the tea 
‘houses on the lake side were untouched. 
|The flat park-like district from the for- 
leign Take Shore Hotel to the Kegon 
| waterfall was flooded. and several feet of 
| the light lava surface soil was deposited

NEWS FROM MANILA. 





‘Tae Forene Prosreriny of rae 
Prmaverses, 
From the Manila papers just to band 
we take two extracts bearing on the 
above subject, the one from the Manila 
“Times” under the caption of “A Rift 
in the Clouds,” and the other from the 
Manila “American” on “How to havo 
Prosperity.” The “Times” says :— 
Within the past few years few cities 
havo been called upon to pass through 
more trying ordeals or to evince so much 
patience under adverse conditions as has 
the city of Manila. Piled on top of a 
harassing legacy of four hundred years of 
Spanish misrule and a quadrennium of war 
and its attendant evils, we have also had 
to struggle along with a most irritati 
lack of modern conveniences, with an al. 
most prohibitive tariff on all the luxuries 
and even the necessities of life, with a 
ten-thousand-mile-distant Congress to 
make our laws, with a miserable service 
of street transportation, and at times a 
129, less irritating: and inadequate electric 
ight and telephono system, But Spanish 
rule is now ended, fighting is practically 
over, the tariff manages to cko out our 
revenue, Congress may reform, an electric 
railroad is looming up in the near futuro 
—and, still further, we now learn there 
is a possibility of a new telephone com- 
pany entering the field. It was somewhat 
over a year ago, as we remember, that 
Manila was visited by a representative of 
one of the largest telephone companies in 
the United States. His mission was to 
purchase the present so-called telephone 
system. His investigations disclosed but 
little to purchase, and for that little, 
much was asked; even after offering 
double the actual value of tho telephone 
plant, this representative was unable to 
secure a purchase. ‘The Philippine Com- 
mission was then powerless to grant such 
concessions, and realising the. futility of 
further stay in this city, the company's 
agent returned to the United States, 
there to await developments. These de- 
velopments have now come ; Congress has 
Aelegated to the Philippine Commission 
authority to grant franchises. As a result, 
of this, we understand another effort will 
be made by the same telephone company 
to secure a foothold in this city, and re- 
lieve the present situation. In view of 
such a possibility and the appearance of 
someone who is backed by capital sufficient 
to achieve such a consummation, we feel 
inclined to urge that his path be made 
smooth and that no unnecessary difficul- 
ties be thrown in his way ; we hope he will 
not be kept waiting many weary months 
for the opportunity of investing his 
amoney in an enterprise which has for its 
object furnishing the city with a most 
needed convenience. If there is one thing 
that this city and the Philippines in gen- 
eral need more than any other to-day, it 
is the activity and stir which come frove 
the infusion of capital, bringing in their 
train the benefits which result from a 
spirit of enterprise and from a. country's 
development. We trust, therefore, when 
this or any other project is presented, 
promising improvement in the existing 
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conditions and the expenditure among us 
of large sums of money, that it will not 
be discouraged and frustrated, but that 
every reasonable facility will be accorded 
it. “Labouring under such depression as 
we aro at present, we cannot afford to 
haggle over trifles or be frighted from our 
purpose by the spectre of possible con- 
tingencies in the distant and uncertain 
future. We are confronted by a “con- 
dition and not a theory,” and unless we 
avail ourselves of every means which pro- 
mises stimulus, we many look to see our- 
selves discounted and out-distanced in the 
race for commercial supremacy in the 
Orient. It will not take many years of 
a fatuous policy of negation to bring about 
stagnation and disaster. 

‘The article in the Manila “ American” 
is as follows: —~ 

Within the last few days there have 
been printed some decidedly pessimistic 
circulars concerning the share market and 
general industrials: We cannot assume 
that the brokers have malevolent inten- 
tions. We must take it for granted that 
they are explaining, or at least stating, 
conditions as they exist. From the re- 
ports of the markets and the prices offer- 
ed it is easy to see that business is not 
‘So prosperous as it was a year ago. Into 
that go several factors. We are not 
spending so much as we were. The Army 
has been cut down in numbers. That 
reduces the price paid for its services and 
consequently for the supplies. ‘The find- 
ing of the Civil Government, taken as a 
whole, is toward retrenchment. ‘The num- 
ber of American employees has been re- 
duced. It had to come. The price of 
silver, too, has had much to do with the 
dopression. We are doing business on a 
gold basis with a bastard currency. ‘The 
cholera epidemic has cut down production 
and decreased circulation. ‘The rinder- 
pest has had a like tendency. The large 
number of ladrones, in the provinces, has 
curtailed agricultural operations, and in 
many places the Philippines are import- 
ing products that we ought to export. 
Where is the remedy? Largely in a 
solidarity of interests. ‘There is not a dis- 
affected district in the islands where the 
loyal citizens could not compel peace 11 
they would attempt it. The history of 
Batangas can be reduplicated in Tayabas. 
Cavite Rizal, Bulacan and every other 
territory where two ladrones congregate 
and despoil the country. Let the loyal 
presidentes be loyal, and in a month’s time 
they can drive the tulisanes from every 
barrio in these islands. They cannot 
exist without native support. A little bit 
of co-operation will settle the whole bus- 
iness. If the Filipinos want to be pros: 
perous, if they want to seo their agricul- 
tural interest grow and multiply, they 
must put their shoulders to the wheel. 
‘That's all. 
Filipinos of no Consequence. 


‘The Manila “American” quotes the 
following editiorial from the Tacoma 
“Ledger” :— 

From a gentleman just returned from 
tho Philippines there comes the remark 
able statement that the Filipinos are of 
no consequence. He was treating of the 
possibility of industrial development of 
the islands, and the part the natives would 
take in the work. According to him they 
yrould take no part whatever; they were 
not to be considered as factors. He re- 
garded it as an unfortunate thing that 
the immigration of Chinese had been re- 
stricted because he thought the labour 
would have to be done by the Chinese or 
remain undone. ; 

‘The “ American,” commenting on this, 
defends the Filipinos as follows:— 

‘Admitting freely that the gentleman is 
sincere in his convictions, it is possible 
‘and imperative to disagree with him and 
to decline to accept his conclusion. The 
Filipinos may not be as capable as other 























peoples, but the mission of the United 
States is to so instruct and guide them 
that they will become capable. If they 
are of no consequence they must be up- 
lifted and enlightened, given an impulse 
forward, crowned with a new dignity. | 
The millions of people over there have 50 | 
long been kept in ignorance and subjec- ! 
tion that their best qualities have been | 
stifled. All they need is a chance, and | 
they are to have the chance. They can-! 
not be remoulded in a single generation 
nor be expected to efface all the marks | 
put upon them by centuries. It is fair | 
to look upon the better side of the Fili- 
pinos as well as the worse, and gire them 
the benefit of an average. That some of 
the tribal divisions are savage and trea- 
cherous, and may remain beyond the 
power of civilisation and kindness to re- 
claim, is true. On the other hand, the 
people that can produce a Rizal arc not 
in a condition of hopelessness. The city 
of Manila is the seat of culture. Many 
of the Filipinos are eagerly taking ad- 
vantage of the chance to learn from the 
teachers that have been sent to them. 
The intelligent thus early have begun to 
see that they hare a liberty such as they: 
had never known, and there is manifcst 
the ambition to live so as to fit into the 
new enviroment. When the Filipinos 
have learned that there is some object 
in working they will work. Slothful by 
nature and training, they at least can 
respond to a new training. They will 
have the fields to till, the flocks to tend 
and the trees to fell. "They will learn the 
use of machinery, the blessedness of toil. 
‘The first necessity is to impress upon 
them that the labourer is worthy of his 
hire, and to teach them the love of that 
independence which comes through per- 
sonal effort. To believe the Filipinos of 
no consequence, and proceed upon this 
theory, certainly would prevent them 
from’ ‘being of any consequence and is 
contrary to the purpose of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Educational Effort. 

The energetic efforts that are now being 
put forth to teach the English language 
to the Filipinos is provoking a good deal 
of discussion in the papers. The Manila 
“American” refers to the matter in the 
following terms :— ; 

What is going to be the result of the 
attempt to teach English to the Filipinos 
is a question that a good many contem- 
plative and philosophic minds here and 
in the States are considering. It is con- 
coded that Spanish educational methods 
were worse than antiquated, and that it 
was the Church policy to keep the natives 
in ignorance, yet that after three hundred 
years only five per cent of the people can 
read or speak Spanish is a fact that is 
very convincing. Can we force an Anglo- 
Saxon language upon a Malay people? 
Can the conquering race impose its 
tongue upon the vanquished except 
through the course of many years of in- 
timate association? Languages. may 
amalgamate but the utter destruction of 
one at the expense of another is very 
rare. It is true that Celtic and Gaelic 
are about extinct in Ireland and Scotland. 
but look at the length of time required 
to cause it. If we succeed in the end in 
making English the popular tongue, what 
effect will it have on the mental habits 
and the social status of the Filipinos? 
A great authority has said, “The most 
powerful means of action at the disposal 
of Europeans—education, institutions, 
beliefs are absolutely inefficacious as a 
means of chanzing the social state of the 
the inferior peoples.” There never was 
a more altruistic scheme attempted by 
any of the nations of earth than the send- | 
ing the “school-master abroad in the 
land” by the United States Government, 
and we Americans who are here should 
lend all possible assistance to it, even for 





























‘its apparent Quixotism, if for no other 


reason. Still that need not prevent us 
feeling that if it succeed the Americans 
will have wrought a modern miracle. 
The latest project broached, of sending 
a band of picked Filipino youths to 
America for a four years course, has many 
admirable points connected with it. Four 
years in an American atmosphere would 
Surely have a marked effect upon the stu- 
dent, but on the other hand would it not 
remove them as far from their own peo- 
ple as does Carlyle in the case of the 
American Indian? Tho experiment is 
worth trying, perhaps, if those chosen be 
widely scattered among the reputable in- 
stitutions of the United States so that 
they may be unable to form little colonies 
of their own. 

The Electric Railway Franchise. 

‘The Manila “Freeman” discusses this 
important subject in the following 
article :— i 

‘The public session of the Civil Commis- 
sion for the discussion of the act publish- 
ing the terms of, and calling for bids on, 
a franchise for an electric street railway 
for the municipality of Manila will tal 
place this forenoon (October 15th). It is 
understood that there are no great pro- 
babilities of more than one bid—that of 
the Filer syndicate. However, the repre- 
sentatives of the latter syndicato are 
positive in their assertion that, unless the 
clause granting the power to the munici- 
pality to compel the substitution for tho 
overhead trolley of the underground sys- 
tem or other approved conductor or mo- 
tive power, if practicable, after fifteen 
years, is removed, the company will not 
enter a bid for the franchise. ‘The offend- 
ing clause is as follows:—"Tho system 
of electric railroad to be installed here- 
under by the grantee shall be the over- 
head trolley system and at any 
time after fifteen years from the date 
hereof, the grantee may be required by 
ordinance or law to remove all of its 
overhead wires and structures, if practi 
able, and to substitute therefor under- 
ground wires, or other approved conduc- 
tor or motive power.” At first sight it 
would not appear that any particular 
hardship could be worked under this 
clause, but it is tho claim of the Filer 
people that, sooner than accept this clauso 
they will abandon the scheme entirely. 
It is their contention that owing to tho 
low level of Manila streets, the under- 
ground system will never be practicable 
here, and that their expert engineers have 
rendered reports to this effect. They 
assert that if it can be proven practicable 
they will accept the terms without fur- 
ther question, and enter a bid for the 
franchise, but under no other circum- 
stances will they be induced to bid. It 
is admitted that the underground system 
is impracticable at the present time, but 
it is thought by some, and is evident] 
the opinion of the commission, that it 
may not be impracticable in tho future. 
However, if the Filer company is right, 
and thee underground impracticable, no 
great harm would be done by cutting this 
clause out. The company does not ques- 
tion that the commission is well-meaning, 
but disapprove of a power being placed 
in the hands of the Municipal Board 0, 
if they sce fit, compel an entire chango 
of system, and thus handicap and injure 
the ‘service of the company. However, 
the question should be left to experts 
to determine, and both the authorities 
and the company should stand by tho 
decision rendered. It is not the desire 
of the municipality or of the commission 
to ask imposs es, but we must first 
be convinced that #"- ~ are impossibilities. 
The Tobacco Industry, 

The Manila “Freedom” publishes an 
appeal from the allied Chambers of Com- 
merce for information regarding the 
tobacco industry in the Philippines. 
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“This information,” it says, “is neces- 
sary for the use of the representative who 
§s fo be sent to Washington for the pur- 
pose of advocating the admission of 
Chinese labour into these islands, and

For that reason all who have any informa- 
tion on the subject should answer the 
questions to the best of their ability and 
forward them to tho address specified.”

In the plaintiffs’ petition it was claimed 
that in the month of November, 1901, the 


| Yndo-China Steam Navigation Company, 


Ld. delivered from its steamer Wosaug, 
| for and on bebalf of the plaintiffs into the 
lighters, then commanded and manned 
!by the’ servants. of defendant, certain 
goods, without written agreement but 
under an implied contract, to make full 
and safe delivery to the plaintiffs at Tang- 
ku; that defendant failed in making such 
delivery to the plaintitfs in the sum of 
Tis. 1,832. 
The defendants, in their replf, denied 
any knowledge of the delivery as set out 
in the plaintiffs’ petition, and declared 
that in the month of November the 
lighters in question were chartered by 
Messrs. Mondon and Co. of Shanghai and 
Tientsin and were commanded and man- 
ned by the defendant company for the 
purpose of navigation only. They also 
denied any implied contract with plain- 
tiffs or anyone else to make delivery of 
the goods at Tangku; and as a further 
answer denied all knowledge of the plain- 
tiffs in the subject matter of the action. 
The petition and answer having been 
read, the issues which were not very clear 
on the pleadings were agreed as follows :— 
Ist issue—Were these goods received on 
board the lichters. 

2nd issue.—Were the lighters, lighters 
ordinarily employed in the business 
of the defendant Company. 

8rd issue.—Ought a contract to be im- 
plied in law by the defendant Com- 
pany to carry these goods for the 
plaintiffs. 

4th issue—Was there a special contract 
between the defendant Company 
and Mondon and Company which 
relieved the defendant Company of 
their ordinary liabilities as carriers. 

Evidence in support of the first two 
isenes was produced by the plaintiffs and 
in cross examination facts were elicited 
supporting the defendant Company’s con- 
tention that Mondon and Company had 
chartered the lighters. The issue, there- 
fore, subject to the construction to be 




















placed by the Court upon the contract 
existing between the defendants and 
Mondon and Company was narrowed down 
to questions of law. 

Defendants refrained from calling evi- 
denee, all the facts upon which they re- 
lied having come out in the course of 
cross examination of witnesses for the 
plaintiffs. 

Counsel on both sides having addressed 
the Court, his Lordship gave judgment. 
After rehearsing the facts of the case and 
the rival contentions, he said: 

“T find it quite clear on the evidence 
that there was lease of the lighters. Tho 
defendant Company's servants. were in 
sole charge; one of them asked the Ger- 
man Commissariat for a receipt. Such a 
lease would have involved a parting with 
the whole possession and control of the 
lighters (Bamvoll v. Gilchrist 1892 1.Q.B., 

ige 299 per Lord Esher). There was 
nothing of the kind in this case. Mr. 
Way, the defendant Company's Acting- 
Manacer, said in his evidence, that the 
Company could not at that ‘time got 
supereargoes, and that they were unable 
to undertake ordinary lighterage and safe 
custody of cargo. But they have not at- 
tempted to prove cither that they in- 
formed Mr. Wolff of their inability in this 
respect, or that in fact such a state of 
things existed in Tangku as to make it 
unreasonable to imply such an under- 
taking from their conduct. It is clear to 
me from the evidence that they did in 
fact by their conduct undertake for hire 
the lighterage and safe custody of the 
goods in question. I find therefore that 
a contract of affreightment ought to bo 
implied in law by which the defendant 
Company undertook to carry the flour 
from the Wosang to Tangku and to safe- 
guard it while there in the defendant 
Company's lighters. I need not decide 
whether the defendant Company were, on 
the evidence, at the time in question, com- 
mon carriers, or whether they were ligh- 
termen with the same liability as common 
carriers (Liver Alkali Co. v. Johnson L. 
R. 7. Ex. 267; and Hill v. Scott L. R. 
1895 2. Q.B.) for they were bound—put- 
ting their obligation at its lowest mea- 
<ure—to use reasonable care and di- 
ligence. They have not shown that this 
loss could not have been prevented by due 
care and diligence on tho part of their 
servants. 

There will therefore be judgment for 
the plaintiffs for such loss'as they may 
he shown to have sutiered through short- 
age or damage of the goods in question 
while on board the lighters Lotus and 

cishan. The defendant Company will 
pay the plaintiffs’ taxed costs. 

‘Mr. Mounsey said he was instructed to 
recept the figures of the German Com- 
miscariat as to the shortage and damago. 

The Judge expressed his satisfaction 

nd said it would be better to settle the 
rms of the order in Chambers. 

[Our report is summarised from the 
“Peking and Tientsin Times.” 
R. v. Sey GHoora: 

Scyd Ghoolam, a native of Afghanis- 
tan was charged with receiving $1,072 
well Imowing the same to have been 
stolen. Mr. G. H. Kent prosecuted on 
behalf of the Crown Advocate (Mr. Dun- 
can MeNeil) and Mr. K, W. Mounsey 
defended. 

Krishner Swami, the prosecutor said he 
was an agent in the service of the British 
Commissariat, and on the 2nd September 
last he came to Tientsin to cash a cheque 
for $2,000 at the Hongkong and Shang-. 
hai Bank. Being a stranger he took with, 
him an orderly from the office of the 
Supply and Transport Corps, named 
Bahadur. He had with him a box inte 
which he proposed to put the money, 
but found it would only hold $1,000. 
There was a sum of $72 in the box at the 
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time. The remaining $1.00 he tcok 
away in a bag depositing the box 
containing $1,072 in his quarters in thc 
Tatu Read, while he went to the trans- 
port lines to get another box in which to 
place the balance. He put the box con- 
taining the $1,072 under his coat, cover- 
ed with a long overcoat, in the care of 
his servant, while he was away in the 
transport lines. On his return the box 
was missing. He questioned several or- 
derlies and Indian servants and offered 
them rewards if they would assist him to 
recover his money. As they failed to do 
80, he reported the matter to the Provost 
Marshal. He had since received two sums 
of $210, and $137 from men whom he 
alleged to be accomplices of the prisoner, 
who had already been punished by the 
military authorities, the latter sum being 
from Bahadur, the man who went with 
him to the Bank. 

‘The man Bahadur was called, and 
said that on returning to the quarters from 
the Bank with the babu and the money 
ho met a:man named Shere Ali who sug- 
gested and carried out the theft of the 
box. Shere Ali told him to meot him at 
his house at 7 o'clock night when he would 
break open the box and divide the money. 
On arriving at the house, with another 
man named Sultan he met the prisoner. 
Shere Ali however only produced about 
$600 saying this was all the box con- 
tained. Witness told him that he had 
put $1,000 in the box himself and that 
there was a sum of $72 in it before. 
Prisoner spoke to Shere Ali in Pustu, 
which witness understood to be telling 
him not to quarrel but to produce the 
whole lot. Witness, who had never had 
any trouble with prisoner, made a con- 
fession of his share in the business to 
Capt. Swifte, the Provost Marshal and 
got 26 lashes. 

A coolie named Sultan gave similar 
evidence, implicating prisoner with Baha- 
dur and himself. 

Mr. Mounsey for the defence, contend- 
ed that the only evidence against the 
prisoner was that he was seen on the 
Premises of Shere Ali on the evening of 
the 2nd September and received about 

of the spoil, such evidence being 
given by tho acknowledged and confessed 
thieves. The mere fact of his being pre- 
sent was not sufficient to convict him of 
receiving the stolen money. 

The jury did not consider the evidenco 
sufficient to convict prisoner, who was 
accordingly discharged.

That Magistrate—Are you putting in 
any documents relative to that?

(From Messrs. Noil, Murvay & Co.- Piece Goods Trade Report of 1st November, 1902.) 





Piece Goods.—Our last circular was issued on 23rd. nce which date very little has heen done and at the close the market to 
all intents and purposes is at a standstill. ‘The p cause for this unfortunate state of affairs is the abnormal collapse in 
‘Trextsin native exchange which has touched the exceedingly low rate of 795 Suaxouat Taels for 1,000 Treszsix Tacls. ‘The dealers 
naturally are very much upset but quite helpless in the matter, andan examination ofthe position inclines one think to that itis partly 
the result of over purchasing of imports against uo adequate balance of exports from Trestsix, but there are also other causes viz. 
manipulation on the part of the TrexTstv native banks, at play whieh aggravate the situation. From present prospects the position 
cannot right itself during the short period now available for shipments henco this year, and very large stocks will have to be 
carried in SuaNeitar until the opening of the market next spring and perhaps even longer. |The one small flickering ray of hope lies 
in the fact that shipments from ExcLaxp during the fortnight ending zth instant only amounted to ciht million yards, and small as 
this quantity appears, it is devoutly to be hoped exports may continue on a similar small scale as large quantities would only drive 
the position here from bad to Worse. 

After the above remarks it appears strange that the MaNcmesrer market is reported firm with rather more enquiry 
from this side at rather better prices but even then rates are below the idea of sellers. On the other hand New York appears to be 
easior as telegrams have been received asking for offers. Cotton in Livenroot, is lower again and is now qnoted 4}4d. 


There has again been quite a good demand for Ixpra Spinnings from the River Ports which have taken close on 6,200 bales but! 
beyond these purchases very little hus been done in this commodity. Only small sales have been made of Loca, Spinnings the markett 
for which is rather stronger. 

It is difficult to write anything about the business of the past week as apart from a sale of 9 Peony White Shirtings for spring arriva 
and one of Soin, 121, Indian Soldier Grey Skirting at ¥3.89 we have not heard of any private transictions. We however beliove tha 

+ small indents have been placed for Cretonnes and Indiyo Prints for forward delivery and several orders have been stopped through the 
prices offered being too small, At auction prices were in favour of the buyers, the only goods that showed indications of strength being 
Spanish Stripes and Long Ells.
